DEPARTURE. OF RUSSIAN 
PRISONERS FROM KOBE 


—_—_— 


A REMARKABLE SCENE, 

The Japan Chronicle enya:—Tbe two oxtromos 
of the fortune: of war were curiously contrasted 
on Novembor 12th at Kobe. Trains laden with 
triumphant Japsnoso troops and dojooted Rus- 

} sian , prisoners arrived simultancoudy at tho 
railway station. Crowds woro waithg in the 
stroats, aome anxious to grect friends and relo- 
tives, othors curious to see the departing oxilos. 
Tha first dotachment of. Tussion prisoners 
arrived at Kobe at eight o’olock in tho. morning, 
and-were quickly on the march to tle Minato- 
gain, guarded. by Japancss soldiers, Arrived 
close by the water-sido, they wore renged up 
into-some semblance of order, forming seven 
companies of bout ono hundred eich, 

Tt would bw difficult to imagine a body of 
men presenting p ‘more deplorable appearance 
than did those unfortunate ‘Russian, Ragged 
and , dishovellod, clothed in a variety of 
coats and hats, many’ having their tunics 
fantoned to their bodies with string, thoy looked 
as uncouth aud unlikogpen with the slightest 
military training as ovo Could imagine. 

itis not kind to criticiso mon placed ia such 
a position as wore theso Russians, and it was 
impossible to seo ther without senso of 
aympathyandshamo thet mon could Inbrought so 
low through no fault of their own. The majority 
of tho prisoners gave an obstrver tho impression

The ranks of 
Russians turned and fuced tho officer, who 
addressed a fow remarks to them, and they were 
froot. 'The Japanose sentries at once ‘quitted 
their posts, und the deotors altached to. tho 
Russian Commissiones’ staff oommonesd o 
careful. inmpection of the men, particularly 
rorutinising their eyes. When this was com. 
pleted, the number of men presentawas carefully 
checked by several officials, and at, last. the order 
wos given to murch. 2 

Away thoy went in double filo across the 
sandy ground down to the water's edge, where 
the junks were lyiog in readinoss to crrry thom 
across the bay to. the transports, which were’ 
lying aboit a mile. from the shore. They 
qniekly tumbled into these oraft, and wore towed 
away to the distant ships, but even when they 
felt themselves upon tho sen again, tiers scomed 
to be no lightening of the dull despair to be.ston 
upon their faces: ;

‘Lt would be interesting to know if these men 
are aware that they are not going home, for this 
might account for the indifference which they 
show. ‘They, are being sont to Vindivostok, 
not, us most people believed, to be transported by 
train to Baropean Russia, bat to become forced 
sut{lore to Siboria—exilos from their homes as 
much asif they had remained prisoners in Japan. 
If they do know tho fate reserved for Chem, it is 
not surprising that so many should have 
petitioned the Japanesd Goverument to allow 
them to remain in, this country and become 
naturalised.

Lewisg for 
Manchuria in January last, General Marai 
stated that be and bis men wore dispatched to 
North Koroa after the battle of Mukden. 
“PLis move involved a march of 40 days under 
a broiling sun, through passes and defilos where 
tho ordimary means o£ transport wore usoless. 
Korean trucks, drawn by ona horse, had to be 
employed eventully to convey the gans, 
supplics, and bagguge of the brigade, thiough 
these rocky and difficult passes. 

A Chinese truck, drawn by six or eight 
horses, carries a load of from 4) to 70 bags of 
rice; but the Koreun track has a capacity for 
only fire bage. The slow matbod of transport 
ond the scarcity of iuhubitante in the country 
dbrongh which they passed made progress 
difficult, Good water, too, wai scarce, and the 
troops sunk wells os they moxched. The water 
from the rivera was drinkable after being filter- 
ed, but no good filters wore available, Con- 
sequently a filler was extemporised from 
blankets ond eand, tho water osing also purified 
with alum, This process wasouly workable oa 
fine doye, as the heavy rains that continually 
fall in the nerth of Kora sweep down 
the hills in a tremendous torrent, before 
which huge rocks are carried, Several officers 
and men were drowned und many injored by 
these floods. Under these circumstances, as 
may be imagined, the food supply was frequeutly 
short. For eight days in saoession the troops 
with Genoral Marni.were on balf-rations, 

The brigade experienced no heary fighting 
daring its march through Korea and they 
regretted that the heavy rafts impeded their 
operations considerably. Hut is not been for 
the floods, they would have wached the Tuman 
before the armistice had been deckared. After 
thy cecasional skirmishes with the Russian 
troops, great cure was taken to pick up sil the 
dead snd wounded, as tigers, beara, and leopards 
worefound prowling at night in largo numbers.

MRE. CARNEGJE ON PEACE. 


Mr, Androw Carnegie was installed for his 
second term as Lord Rector of St. Andrews 
University on 17th inst., and devoted his 
address to a denunciation of war sod the 
advocacy of international arbitration. Dealing 
with the progress of arbitration between nations, 
with -speciel reference to Tho Hague Con- 
forence, My, Carnegie gaid:—Three incidonts 
have occurred since The Hague Court was 
organised which have caused much pain to tho 
friends of peace thronghout the world. America 
refused the. offor of the Filipinos to adjust 
their quarrel by arbitration, Britain refased 
tho offer of the Transvaal Repablic to arbitrate, 
althouch three of the Court, proposed by the 
Republio were to be British Judges, and the 
other two Judges of Holland—tho nivat romark- 
able offer ever made, highly creditablo to the. 
maker, and 6 grest tribate to British Judges. 
Neither Russia nor Japan suggested subwis- 
sion to The Hapus. . Sincs “The Hague Court 
is the result of the Hnasian Emperot's initiative, 
this caused equal surprise an pain. Tho ex- 
planation ‘has been anggested that, peacofal 
conferences werd being held. when. Japan 
attacked at Port Arthur without notice, yender- 
ing arbitration impossible. Woe manat recognise 
those discouraging incidents, but wo have the 
consolation left us of believing that, had cither 
of the threo nations seen at the beginning the 
consequences of ignoring arbitration aa clearly 
as they did later, they: would have 
arbitration and had reason (0 col 
themselves upon the award of tho Court, 
ever it was. :

COMPETITION IN TAXATION. 

Whore gooda may be seat by either tho likin 
or.tho Imperial Maritime Customs route, ns is 
ofton tho case, thore is the peculiar situation of 
compotition iu taxation, and often the Chinese 
officials will fix the likin charges lower thou the 
legal importation charge 80 that goods vill go 
by their ronie rather than py tho Customs route. 
Tt is cary to seo how it is possible fox great 
abuser to cioap into euch a tax adminis tmtion. 
Under the Chinese systom of government 
the unit of taxation and administration 
fa tho province, which is furtber divid- 
ed oud subdivided into prefectures and 
magistrates’ districts. The viceroy of one or 
moro provinces; or the govergor of a province, 
is responsible to the central government for 
cortain sums for goveramental ow othor 
purposes, to he raised as bost thoy can he raised. 
Naturally, with no limitation from tho ayatral 
government, and pressed by orders for cortain 
sume of money, often given with time limita- 
tions which mako tho raising of tho sum by 
ordinary means seemingly impossible, the 
provincial governments find a good many ways 
of taxing tho psople and ‘produciug those fands, 
In Fokien’ province, for instauce, the xonge of 
taxation covers all the middls ground between 
a land tox and an import and oxport duty to the 
profits of a provinoial. lottery and a tax 
on tho manulacture.of bricks. A camphor 
monopoly is auother form of raising monoy, and 
at the present time, when o foreign business 
house noeds land for its business purposes on 
which the Chinese Governmont hus avy claim, 
directly or indireetly, that foreigner is likely to 
realise before the innd is obtained that there are 
other. moans of taxation than those generally 
employed by governmonts in western sountries. 
In short, there is no limit to likin toxation. 
One who has not investigated this tox system 
of China, or who bas not had porsonal experience 
with it, cannot realise its extent or its 
ramifications. ‘Phe amount of money raluod for 
governmental and other purposes in this man- 
ner is unknown, owing to the Inx mothod of 
collecting, accounting, and expending, but it
